Alfred Noyes To Lecture Here; 
Also To Read His Own Poems 



Alfred Noyes, the distinguish- 
ed English poet, has accepted an 
invitation to speak at the Col- 
lege of St. Teresa, Music and 
Arts Auditorium, on Sunday aft- 
ernoon, March 20. As the topic 
of his address Dr. Noyes has 
chosen “Poetry and Reality”. 
Readings of some of his own 
poems will be included in the 
lecture. 

This occasion will mark the sec- 
ond time in six years that Dr. Noyes 
has honored St. Teresa’s with his 
presence, his first lecture at the 
school having been delivered before 
a capacity audience in January, 
1943. 

Born and educated in England, 
Noyes is one of the best loved poets 
of the English-speaking world. A 
collection of his poetry, entitled Sha- 
dows on the Down and Other Poems, 
was published in 1941, followed the 
next year by another volume, Poems 
of the New World. In 1947 a com- 
pilation of his complete poems was 
issued. 

Besides poetry, he has written nov- 
els, biography, criticism, and philo- 
sophical treatises. His first novel, 
No Other Man, published in 1940, is 
well-known, as is his critical ap- 
praisal of English literature, The 
Pageant of Letters. His biography on 
Horace appeared in 1947. 

During the first year of World 
War II, Dr. Noyes lived with his 
wife and three children on the Isle 
of Wight near the coast of England; 
but repeated Nazi bombardments 
made the place untenable. He and 
his family arrived in Canada during 
the summer of 1940 and made a

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Survey Indicates Dissatisfaction 
With Present Term Paper Set-Up

Term papers loom large on the horizon of most college students. Is the 
time spent on them time worth spending? Are the students getting from 
the term paper what the instructor intends? Are there some weaknesses 
in the present set-up that could be remedied? These are a few questions 
I had in mind when I proposed to my class in Survey of English Literature 
that they give their candid opinion on this subject. There are twenty stu- 
dents in this particular group, ranging from sophomores to seniors. They 
are on the whole earnest students, serious about their work, and willing 
to expend effort when they realize that they get proper returns. 

The opinions are given here with- 
out any editing. Each paper was 
signed. Where the opinions coin- 
cided or where the answers were 
too long to be printed without cut- 
ting some adjustments were made. 



CST Must Win 
Contest To Retain 
Manley Trophy 



JOAN MURPHY writes: “Having 
reached the sum total of nine term 
papers in my three and one-half 
years of collegiate life, I feel quite 
bitter about the subject, especially 
when I see some of my classmates 
completing their work for a degree 
with only one “under their belt.” 
“How can this be?” you ask. May- 
be I just took the wrong subjects but, 
nevertheless, at the end of every se- 
mester I find myself caught in the 
landslide of these “research themes” 
which are due before the exams. As 
a r.esult, my exams probably suffer 
in the long run because of insuffi- 
cient time for review ... I believe 
that term papers are an obsolete part 
of our curriculum. If outside work 
is necessary for a course, why not 
make the students read one or two 
books on the subject thoroughly and 
orally analyze them. At least, the 
teacher would be assured the work 
was the pupil’s own.” 

“Superfluous Grind” 

Doris Jean Frohoff, another senior, 
also complains of the injustice of the 
uneven distribution of term papers 
and labels the term paper “a super- 
fluous grind.” 

Mary Lou Wilkinson lines up with 
the opponents of the term paper, al- 
though she admits it does “give a 
wealth of information on a certain 
point. But it seems that we very 
rarely have an opportunity to em- 
ploy this information, which we have 
so diligently and fruitlessly obtain- 
ed.” 

“Copying technical terms and long- 
winded explanation is usually a tire- 
some task and little thought is car- 
ried from the pages this information 
is copied from,” complains Maryan 
Hake, a junior. She thinks the stu- 
dent would benefit more from hav- 
ing read one good book on a par- 
ticular subject. Two other students 
opposed the term paper; these were 
Helen Bessenbacher and Nan Rafter. 

Out of the twenty students who 
gave their opinions on the subject, 
six opposed them without any quali- 
fications. The other fourteen girls 
value the term paper, but believe 
certain modifications should be 
made. 

Limit to Major Field 

Alice Fick believes the term pa- 
per should be limited to the stu- 
dent’s major field for the juniors 
and seniors and limited to one a 
semester for the under-classmen. 
Dorothy McKinley believes that the 
college freshman realizes a feeling 
of achievement after she has writ- 
ten her first term paper, but that 
the accumulation of these papers 
brings the student less and less ela- 
tion. “And sometimes,” she writes, 
“she becomes so busy being techni- 
cal, she doesn’t have time to put 
what she has written into practice.” 
Two term papers a year seem plen- 
ty to her to keep the student busy. 

Mary Catherine O’Donnell believes 
that the term paper is definitely 
helpful if the student takes , an in- 



T.his year as in the past, the an- 
nual Young Catholic Writers Con- 
test, sponsored by the Catholic Com- 
munity Library and the Catholic 
Press Council will be held. As the 
purpose of the contest is to discover 
and encourage literary talent among 
Catholic youth, Teresians with a flair 
for writing are urged to manifest 
their abilities. 

The deadline for the contest en- 
tries is midnight, February 20, and 
the awards will be announced on 
March 3.

The prize for the winning school 
is the Charles T. Manley Trophy 
now held by the College of St. Teresa. 
St. Teresa must win the contest in 
order to retain possession of the 
trophy. Thus the greater the num- 
ber of students who enter the con- 
test, the greater the school’s chances 
to recapture first place. Individual 
awards will also be given to the win- 
ning literary efforts. 

Each school may submit five en- 
tries in each of the following divi- 
sions: essay on My Advice to a Cath- 
olic Novelist (500 word limit); short, 
short story of 600 words or less; one- 
act play with maximum playing time 
thirty minutes, and poetry.

And Joan 
O’Donnell agrees with her sister that 
the research paper has a unique 
value.

they are Geraldine and Jean Carri- 
gan. Jean believes that intercourse 
between faculty members on this 
subject could relieve the over-bur- 
dened student. And Geraldine writes: 
“The value of a term paper depends 
on the subject selected. It can be a 
great help if we use the paper as a 
means of making the course practi- 
cal to us. Any class that requires 
more than one term paper a se- 
mester is over-burdening the stu- 
dent. There should be only one term 
paper in each field per semester. A 
term paper should not be a punish- 
ment, but a chance to illustrate 
what a subject means to us and to 
illustrate our ability to do research 
on a certain point. A term paper 
shouldn’t be slavish quotes from one 
book after another, but an intelli- 
gent interpretation of facts plus orig- 
inal ideas of the student writer.” 

Joan Leone cautions the student 
to select a worthwhile topic. “After 
years have elapsed you can still 
read a paper and it will bring back 
what you had thought you had for- 
gotten.” Patricia Jansen also believes 
the student should select his topic 
, with care. “If the term paper is 
not interesting to the student little 
will be gained and much time will 
be wasted in writing a dull, poor- 
ly-prepared paper. I personally en- 
joy writing a term paper when I 
have the time to give to it, but un- 
fortunately most papers fall due 
at the end of the semester and it is 
difficult to find time to do all of 
them well.” 

Betty Detten, a sophomore, had 
some valuable suggestions for those 
freshmen who will in the second 
semester be submitted to their first 
formal term paper. “Term papers 
with their outlines should help logi- 
cal thinking. Exactness comes with 
careful use of footnotes.” And Pa- 
tricia Miller, another sophomore, be- 
lieves the term papers are of value 
because “they make us read articles 
and books which we would never 
go near of our own accord.” She too 
complains of the injustice of some 
students having four term papers in 
one semester and others having 
none. She does not object to one 
term paper a semester, but in the 
first semester “this should be due 
before the Christmas vacation so 
that it isn’t thrown together when 
we get back.”

To Study Federal Aid 

A Legislative Review Committee 
on Federal Aid to Education has re- 
cently been formed by the NFCCS. 
The entire issue of federal aid itself 
should be of concern to every Cath- 
olic in the United States, and of 
particular concern to students at- 
tending Catholic colleges and uni- 
versities. 

Recognizing the Importance of this 
matter to the future of the educa- 
tional system in the United States 
and to the place of the Church in 
that educational process, the Most 
Rev. Archbishops and Bishops ap- 
proved a statement of policy on fed- 
eral aid to education and urged lay 
organizations to take an active in- 
terest in the question. 

The Legislative Review Committee 
on Federal Aid to Education has for 
its purpose to interest and educate 
Catholic students in the Federal Aid 
issue as a part of the broad social 
program of the nation and the 
Church. 

Other committee on Legislative Re- 
view will be established, and they 
will be designed to make the stu- 
dent in Catholic colleges and uni- 
versities aware of current pieces of 
legislation which concern .him as a 
student, who is a Catholic, attend- 
ing an institution conducted under
